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The School Board of Springfield present the following report: 

After the last annual meeting, Miss Ella McDaniel saw fit to 
resign as member of the School Board, and E. F. Philbrick was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy until the next annual meeting. 

During the year we have had six schools each term. One pupil 
Maud Fay, was schooled in Grafton. During the year we have ex- 
pended for schooling Five Hundred and Ninety-three dollars, 
($593.00). 

One hundred and three pupils have been enrolled. “The cost 
on an averave per scholar we find to be $5.75. ‘The average for 
each district is, ‘‘Center’”’ $4.20; ‘*Philbrick Hill” $5.55; ‘*Sanborn 
Hill”, $8.69; “Maxfield”, $4.09; ‘Fowler’, $6.09; ‘*Morgan” 
$12.18, fractions of cents not reckoned. It must be plain to every- 
one that a large school can be run at a great deal less expense per 
scholar than a small one can, even if we do pay higher wages. 


We employed nine different teachers duriug the year. Four 
were beginners and five were experienced. We think on the whole 
they will compare favorably with teachers of other years. While 
we have had some excellent schools, none were failures. It is not 
expected that young teachers can rank with those of more experience. 
We think there has been as little complaint during the year as any 
year since we have been connected with the school board. 


There was one complaint from ‘*Sanborn Hill” division; some 
one, unknown to us (although we have our suspicions) forced the 
lock, strewed the books and other articles over the schoolroom and 
blockaded the door of the shed so the teacher was obliged to eall 
the assistance of a neighbor to help them out of the dilemma. Such 
acts are no credit to any one, but simply show a lack of fullness in 
the upper story. 


We think much credit should be given the ‘*Repairing Commit- 
tee” for inside work done at ‘‘Phibrick Hill” and ‘‘Maxfield” school- 
houses which adds much to the cheerfullness of the rooms. We 
would be very much pleased if the remainder of the schoolrooms 
could receive the same improvements. Our schoolhouses are quite 
comfortable at present. We see no other way than to have a school 
in the ‘‘Smith” division next year. If so, some repairs will have to 
be made. 

While looking over our books we find many are getting worse 
for wear. If parents would impress on the minds of their children 
that they must use one half the care in handling their books as 
they would be obliged to if they bought them themselves, we think 
the books would be in better condition. Teachers can’t do this alone. 

In conclusion we will say that we leave the great problem still 
unsolved: How to school the pupils that are scattered, at the least 
expense. 

Hoping our successors will work more for the interest of the 
schools than we have, we close these remarks.
